Among the five are two state 
House members who repre- 
sent parts of the Oklahoma City 
suburb of Edmond, where Paul 
Howell was shot to death during 
a carjacking in 1999. Jones was 
convicted of Howell's killing 
and sentenced to death. 


Reps. Garry Mize and Preston 
Stinson both said in a statement 
Thursday there are too many 
doubts about Jones' guilt. 

"We can't move forward with an 
execution under these circum- 
stances in good conscience," 
Mize said.

Defense rests its case at murder trial of 





Kyle Rittenhouse 


(AP) — The defense rested its case Thursday 
at the murder trial of Kyle Rittenhouse, set- 
ting the stage for closing arguments Monday 
in the shootings that left Americans divided 
over whether he was a patriot taking a stand 
against lawlessness or a vigilante. 


Rittenhouse's lawyers put on about 2 1/2 days of 
testimony to the prosecution's five, with the most 
riveting moment coming when the 18-year-old 
took the stand to say he was defending himself 
from attack and had no choice when he used his 
rifle to kill two men and wound a third on the 
streets of Kenosha in the summer of 2020. 


Prosecutors have sought to portray Rittenhouse as 
the instigator of the bloodshed, which took place 
during a tumultuous night of protests against ra- 
cial injustice. 

He faces a mandatory sentence of life in prison if 
convicted of the most serious charge against him. 


After closing arguments, names will be drawn 
from an old, brown lottery tumbler to decide 
which 12 jurors will deliberate and which ones 
will be dismissed as alternates. Eighteen people 
have been hearing the case. The panel appeared 
overwhelmingly white. 

The protests in Kenosha were set off by the 
wounding of Jacob Blake, a Black man, by a white 
police officer. Rittenhouse, then 17, went to Keno- 
sha from his home in Antioch, Illinois, with a rifle 
and a medical kit in what the former police and 
fire youth cadet said was an effort to protect prop- 
erty after rioters set fires and ransacked businesses 
on previous nights. 


Rittenhouse is white, as were those he shot. 

The case has stirred fierce debate over vigilantism, 
self-defense, the Second Amendment right to bear 
arms, and the unrest that erupted around the U.S. 


over the killing of George Floyd in Minneapolis 
and other police violence against Black people. 
Rittenhouse is charged with first-degree inten- 
tional homicide, which is Wisconsin's murder 
count; attempted first-degree intentional homi- 
cide; first-degree reckless homicide; reckless en- 
dangering; and illegal possession of a weapon by 
a person under 18. Prosecutors said they will ask 
Circuit Judge Bruce Schroeder to allow the jury 
to consider possible lesser charges on some of the 
counts. 

One of the final witnesses for the defense Thurs- 
day was a use-of-force expert, John Black, who 
testified that less than three seconds elapsed be- 
tween the time somebody fired a bullet in the air 
and Rittenhouse opened fire on the first of the 
three men he shot, Joseph Rosenbaum. 

Black took the stand as part of an effort by Ritten- 
house's lawyers to show that he had reason to fear 
for his life and acted in self-defense. 


Rittenhouse, in his own turn on the stand Wednes- 
day, testified that he heard a gunshot directly be- 
hind him as he was being chased by Rosenbaum. 
Authorities said the shot was fired by someone else 
in the crowd. 


The account Rittenhouse gave has largely been 
corroborated by a wealth of video and the pros- 
ecution's own witnesses: Rittenhouse said that 
Rosenbaum cornered him and put his hand on the 
barrel of his rifle, the second man hit him with a 
skateboard, and the third man came at him with a 
gun of his own. 


At one point Wednesday, his lawyers angrily de- 
manded the judge declare mistrial and bar Rit- 
tenhouse from being retried — essentially asking 
that the whole case be thrown out. They accused 
the chief prosecutor of asking Rittenhouse out-of- 
bounds questions. 
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Biden salutes troops as ‘spine of America’ on Veterans Day 


(AP) President Joe 
Biden saluted the na- 
tion’s military veterans as 
“the spine of America” on 
Thursday as he marked 
his first Veterans Day as 
president in a wreath-lay- 
ing ceremony at Arlington 
National Cemetery. 


“There’s nothing low risk or 
low cost about war for the 
women and men who fight 
it,” said Biden, whose ad- 
ministration earlier in the day 
announced a federal effort to 
better understand, identify 
and treat medical conditions 
suffered by troops deployed 


to toxic environments. 


That expanded effort centers 
on lung problems suffered by 
troops who breathe in toxins 
and the potential connection 
between rare cancers and 
time spent overseas breath- 
ing poor air, according to the 
White House. Federal offi- 
cials plan to start by examin- 
ing lung and breathing prob- 
lems but say they will expand 
the effort as science identifies 
potential new connections. 


Biden’s son Beau served in 
Iraq, and the president has 
suggested a potential link be- 
tween Beau’s death from an 
ageressive brain cancer and 
his exposure to toxins in the 
air, particularly around mas- 
sive pits where the military 
disposes of waste by burn- 


ing. There’s no scientific evi- 
dence to establish that link. 


This year’s Veterans Day 
commemoration comes just 
two months after Biden or- 
dered the withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from Afghanistan. 
It was a chaotic ending to 
America's longest war, which 
killed 2,461 American service 
members over the nearly 20- 
year conflict. 


In his remarks at Arlington, 
Biden praised generations 
who have served, declaring 
they've “endured and sur- 
vived challenges most Amer- 
icans will never know.” 


He also paused to remem- 
ber three high-profile veter- 
ans who recently died: Colin 
Powell, the former chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and secretary of state; Gen. 
Ray Odierno, an Army chief 
of staff and top general in 
Iraq; and Sen. Max Cleland, 
a Georgia Democrat who lost 
three limbs while serving in 
Vietnam. 


“You are the very spine of 
America,” Biden said of the 
nation’s veterans. 


The new federal effort on 
toxic exposure is designed to 
make it easier for veterans to 
make claims based on their 
symptoms, to collect more 
data from troops who are 


suffering and to give veterans 
more time to make medical 
claims after symptoms such 
as asthma and sinus problems 
develop. 


“We're discovering there 1s 
a whole host of lung condi- 
tions related to deployment,” 
said Dr. Richard Meehan, 
an immunologist and rheu- 
matologist. The retired U.S. 
Naval Reserve officer, who 
served in the Mideast during 
the 1990s and again in 2008, 
is co-director of the Den- 
ver-based National Jewish 
Health Center of Excellence 
on Deployment-Related 
Lung Disease. 


Beau Biden’s death was a de- 
fining moment for Joe Biden, 
one he said affected his deci- 
sion to sit out the 2016 presi- 
dential race. The younger 
Biden deployed from Oc- 
tober 2008 until September 
2009 as a captain in the Dela- 
ware Army National Guard. 
In 2013, he was diagnosed 
with glioblastoma, and he 
died two years later at age 46. 


Meehan, who along with his 
colleagues is investigating 
the role of inhalation expo- 
sures among military person- 
nel who were deployed to 
Southwest Asia, said it isn't 
only burn pits that are the is- 
sue — the air quality in some 
countries is so poor that 
troops would not be allowed 





to work there under civilian 
federal workplace guidelines. 
The center receives fund- 
ing from the Department of 
Defense, along with private 
donors. 


Meehan has worried that 
troops who came back with 
breathing problems are being 
compared with other Ameri- 
cans to determine whether 
there is a higher rate of lung 
illness. But those deployed 
with the U.S. military are 
in peak physical condition, 
stronger and more fit than 
average Americans. To come 
back unable to make it up 
stairs without getting wind- 
ed or unable to lift anything 
without breathing heavily is 
highly unusual. 


“When you compare them 
to another group, you have 
to compare them to another 
healthy, fit group,” Meehan

said. “That's one of the prob- 
lems overlooked in surveys 
that have shown no higher 
incidence of cancer.” 


The new rules will allow vet- 
erans to make claims within 
10 years of service, and the 
government has changed 
how it determines what 
symptoms count and why. 


The U.S. military has been 
aware for years of health risks 
associated with open-air burn 
pits. In 2013, federal investi- 
gators found a military camp 
in Afghanistan was operating 
a pit for more than five years, 
nearly four times longer than 
Pentagon rules allowed. The 
Defense Department has 
said burn pits should be used 
only as a temporary last re- 
sort when no other alterna- 
tive trash disposal method is 


feasible. 





Democrats sell infrastructure bill, push for Biden backup 


(AP) — Traffic whizzing 
behind her, Rep. Sharice 
Davids gathered reporters 
at a transportation facil- 
ity along U.S. 69 in east- 
ern Kansas this week to 
celebrate the surge of fed- 
eral money headed in her 
state’s direction. 


The massive infrastructure 


package passed last week 
means $2.6 billion for Kansas 
roads — some of the largest 
investments in them since 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, once a Kansan him- 
self, supported the construc- 
tion of the national highway 
system in the 1950s. 


“T think that a lot of us rec- 





ognize, just like President 
Eisenhower did, that infra- 
structure is a key to long- 
term economic growth,” said 
Davids, who proudly de- 
clared herself a “born-again 
transportation enthusiast.” 


Davids is hardly the only 
member of her party cel- 
ebrating. With their narrow 
control of Congress at stake 
in 2022, Democrats across 
the country are donning 
hard hats and staging photo 
ops near bridges to highlight 
long-neglected public works 
projects set to spring to life 
thanks to the more than $1 
trillion plan. 


It’s an attempt to move past 
months of infighting between 
progressives and moderates 
and unite around a shovel- 
ready approach to kicking the 
post-coronavirus pandemic 
economy into high gear. 
like Da-

vids, facing tough reelection 
fights, the public works bo- 
nanza may be their ticket out 
of political peril — a potential 
boon with moderate and in- 
dependent voters who turned 
against the party in last week’s 
elections in New Jersey and 
Virginia and who will decide 
races in most swing districts 
next year. 


“Now is the time to turn the 
corner,” said New York Rep. 
Sean Patrick Maloney, Dem- 
ocratic Congressional Com- 
mittee chairman. “There’s 
enough blame to go around, 
but we have achieved a huge 
win for working and middle- 
class people.” 


Among those Maloney 
blames for the current cli- 
mate 1s President Joe Biden, 
who Maloney says has failed 
to properly promote what's 
already been achieved. 


“I think my colleagues on 


Capitol Hill are desperate 
to follow the president, but 
we need him to lead and he 
needs to use that extraordi- 
nary voice that he has,” Ma- 
loney said, recalling Biden 
channeling his working-class 
Pennsylvania roots on his 
way to winning that state and 
the presidency last year. “We 
want Scranton Joe out there 
explaining this blue-collar 
blueprint to grow the Ameri- 
can economy and we will fol- 
low him.” 





The White House says Biden 
will aggressively sell his par- 
ty’s legislative accomplish- 
ment. The president traveled 
to the Port of Baltimore on 
Wednesday to tout the pack- 
age, though he acknowledged 
it would not quickly ease the 
rising inflation or supply 
chain issues weighing on the 
economy: “We still face chal- 
lenges and we have to tackle 
them,” he said. 
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Veterans Day legislation targets GI Bill racial inequities 





(AP) - In honor of Veter- 
ans Day, a group of Demo- 
cratic lawmakers is reviv- 
ing an effort to pay the 
families of Black service 
members who fought on 
behalf of the nation dur- 
ing World War II for ben- 
efits they were denied or 
prevented from taking 
full advantage of when 
they returned home from 
war. 


The new legislative effort 
would benefit surviving 
spouses and all living descen- 
dants of Black WWII veter- 
ans whose families were de- 
nied the opportunity to build 
wealth with housing and 
educational benefits through 


the GI Bill. 


Since 1944, those benefits 
have been offered to millions 
of veterans transitioning to 
civilian life. But due to racism 
and discrimination in how 
they were granted through 
local Veterans Affairs offices, 
many Black WWII veterans 
received substantially less 
money toward purchasing 
a home or continuing their 
education. 


A House version was intro- 
duced by Rep. Jim Clyburn 
of South Carolina, the Dem- 
ocratic majority whip, and 
Rep. Seth Moulton of Mas- 
sachusetts. 


“This is an opportunity for 
America to repair an egre- 
gious fault,” said Clyburn of 
the bill introduced last week. 
“Hopefully it can also begin 
to lay a foundation that will 
help break the cycle of pov- 
erty among those people who 





are the descendants of those 
who made sacrifices to pre- 
serve this democracy.” 


Moulton, a Marine veteran 
who served four tours during 
the Iraq War, said: “There are 
a lot of Black Americans who 
are feeling the effects of this 
injustice today, even though 
it was originally perpetrated 
70 years ago.” 


“I think that restoring GI Bill 
benefits is one of the great- 
est racial justice issues of our 
time,” he said. 


A Senate bill was to be in- 
troduced later this month 
by Sen. Rev. Raphael War- 
nock of Georgia, the son of a 
WWII veteran. 


“We’ve all seen how these in- 
equities have trickled down 
over time,” Warnock said, 
adding that the bill “repre- 
sents a major step toward 
righting this injustice.” 


The legislation, authored by 
Moulton, would extend the 
VA Loan Guaranty Program 
and GI Bill educational as- 
sistance to Black WWII vet- 
erans and their descendants 
who are alive at the time of 
the bill's enactment. It would 
also create a panel of inde- 
pendent experts to study in- 
equities in how benefits are 
administered to women and 
people of color. 





Lawrence Brooks, who at 112 
years old is the oldest living 
U.S. veteran, was drafted to 
serve during WWII and as- 
signed to the mostly-Black 
91st Engineer General Ser- 
vice Regiment. 


The Louisiana native, who 
has 12 grandchildren and 
23 great-grandchildren, al- 
ways believed that serving his 
country was the only way he 
could leave behind his life as 
the son of sharecroppers, said 
his daughter, Vanessa Brooks. 


But after he was discharged 
in August 1945 as a private 
first class, he did not realize 
his dream of going to college, 
working instead as a forklift 
driver before retiring in his 
60s. “He always wanted to go 
to school,” his daughter said. 


And when he bought his 
home, he used his retirement 
fund, not GI Bill benefits, 
she said . 





President Franklin D. Roos- 
evelt signed the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act into law 
in 1944, making generous 
financial subsidies available 
to 16 million WWII veterans 
pursuing higher education 
and buying their first homes. 
Irrespective of race, veterans 
who served more than 90 
days during the war and had 
been honorably discharged 
were entitled to the benefits. 


But after returning from the 
war, Black and white veterans 
faced two very different reali- 
tles. 


Because the GI Bill benefits 
had to be approved by local 
VA officers, few of whom 
were Black, the process cre- 
ated problems for veterans. 
This was particularly acute 
in the Deep South where Jim 
Crow segregation imposed 
racist barriers to homeown- 


ership and education. 


Local VA officers there either 
made it difficult for Black 
veterans to access their ben- 
efits or lessened their value 
by steering them away from 
predominantly white four- 
year colleges and toward vo- 
cational and other non-de- 
gree programs. Meanwhile, 
the nation’s historically Black 
colleges and universities saw 
such a significant increase of 
enrollment among Black vet- 
erans that the schools were 
forced to turn away tens of 
thousands of prospective stu- 
dents. 





Set. Joseph Maddox, one of 
two WWII veterans Moulton 
and Clyburn named their bill 
after, was denied tuition as- 
sistance by his local VA office 
despite being accepted into a 
master’s degree program at 
Harvard University. 


“When it came time to pay 
the bill, the government just 
said no,” said Moulton, who 
himself attended Harvard 
on the GI Bill. “It actually 
is pretty emotional for vets 
who have gone through this 
themselves and, like myself, 
know what a difference the 
GI Bill made in our lives.” 


The bill is also named for Set. 
Isaac Woodard, Jr., a WWII 
veteran from Winnsboro, 
South Carolina, who was 
brutally beaten and blinded 
by a small-town police chief 
in 1946 after returning home 
from the war. The acquittal 
of his attacker by an all-white 
jury helped spur the integra- 
tion of the U.S. armed ser- 
vices in 1948. 


In contrast to the treatment 
of Black veterans, the GI 
Bill helped home ownership 
rates soar among white vet- 
erans in a post-war housing 
boom that created a ripple ef- 
fect their children and grand- 
children continue to benefit 
from today. 


Of the more than 3,000 VA 
home loans that had been 
issued to veterans in Missis- 
sippi in the summer of 1947, 
only two went to Black vet- 
erans, according to an Ebony 
magazine survey at the time. 


The Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration's racist housing 
policies also impacted Black 
WWII veterans, undoubtedly 
fueling today’s racial wealth 
gap. Typically referred to as 
redlining, realtors and banks 
would refuse to show homes 


or offer mortgages to quali- 
fied homebuyers in certain 
neighborhoods because of 
their race or ethnicity. 


Preliminary analysis of his- 
torical data suggests Black 
and white veterans accessed 
their benefits at similar rates, 
according to Maria Madison, 
director of the Institute for 
Economic and Racial Equity 
at Brandeis University, who 
has researched the impact of 
racial inequities in the ad- 
ministration of GI Bill ben- 
efits. 


However, because of insti- 
tutional racism and other 
barriers, Black veterans were 
more limited in the ways in 
which they could use their 
benefits. As a result, the cash 
equivalent of their benefits 
was only 40% of what white 
veterans received. 


After adjusting for inflation 
and for market returns, that 
amounts to a difference in 
value of $170,000 per vet- 
eran, according to Madison. 
Her ongoing research seeks 
to put a dollar amount on the 
wealth loss to Black families 
caused by racism and GI Bill 
inequities. 


Black WWII veterans who 
were lucky enough to have 
gained full access to GI Bill 
benefits succeeded at build- 
ing good lives for themselves 
and their families, said Mat- 
thew Delmont, a history pro- 
fessor at Dartmouth College. 
It’s a clear argument, he said, 
for why the new legislation is 
necessary. 


“Because the GI benefits 
weren't distributed more 
evenly among Black veterans, 
we lost an entire generation 
of Black wealth builders,” 
Delmont said. “After the war, 
we could have had even more 
doctors, lawyers, teachers and 
architects.” 


Dovey Johnson Roundtree, 
a Black woman who was 
a WWII veteran, attended 
Howard University’s law 
school with GI Bill benefits. 
She then became a nationally 
known Washington criminal 
defense attorney who played 
a pivotal role in the desegre- 
gation of bus travel. 








And WWII veteran Robert 
Madison, who served as a 
second lieutenant in the U.S. 
Army, credited his GI ben- 
efits for his success as a re- 
nowned architect. 
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(AP) — F.W. de Klerk, who 
shared the Nobel Peace 
Prize with Nelson Man- 
dela and as South Africa’s 
last apartheid president 
oversaw the end of the 
country’s white minority 
rule, has died aged 85. 


Frederik Willem de Klerk 
died after a battle against 
cancer at his home in the 
Fresnaye area of Cape Town, 
a spokesman for his founda- 
tion confirmed Thursday. 


De Klerk was a controver- 
sial figure in South Africa 
where many blamed him for 
violence against Black South 
Africans and anti-apartheid 
activists during his time in 
power, while some white 
South Africans saw his efforts 
to end apartheid as a betrayal. 


“De Klerk’s legacy is a big 
one. It is also an uneven one, 
something South Africans 
are called to reckon with in 
this moment,” the Mandela 
Foundation said of his death. 


Retired Anglican Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu, another tow- 
ering anti-apartheid activist, 
issued a similarly guarded 
statement about de Klerk’s 


death. 


De Klerk “played an impor- 
tant role in South Africa’s 
history ... he recognized the 
moment for change and 
demonstrated the will to act 
on it,” said Tutu’s founda- 
tion. 


However, de Klerk tried to 


avoid responsibility for the 
enormity of the abuses of 
apartheid, including in his 
testimony at the Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission, 
which was chaired by Tutu. 
At that time, Tutu expressed 
disappointment that de Klerk 
did not fully apologize for the 
evils of apartheid, the state- 
ment noted. 


Even posthumously, de Klerk 
sought to address this criti- 
cism in a video message in 
which he said he was sorry 
for his role in apartheid. His 
foundation released the video 
after announcing his death. 


“Let me today, in the last 
message repeat: I, without 
qualification, apologize for 
the pain and the hurt, and the 
indignity, and the damage, to 
Black, brown and Indians in 
South Africa,” said a visibly 
gaunt and frail de Klerk. 


He said his view of apartheid 
had changed since the early 
1980s. 


“It was as if I had a conver- 
sion. And in my heart of 
hearts, I realized that apart- 
heid was wrong. I realized 
that we have arrived at a place 
which was morally unjustifi- 


able.” 


South African President 
Cyril Ramaphosa said that de 
Klerk “played a vital role in 
our transition to democracy 
in the 1990s ... He took the 
courageous decision to un- 
ban political parties, release 
political prisoners and enter 
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into negotiations with the 
liberation movement amid 
severe pressure to the con- 
trary from many in his politi- 
cal constituency.” 


It was de Klerk who in a 
speech to South Africa’s par- 
liament on Feb. 2, 1990, an- 
nounced that Mandela would 
be released from prison after 
27 years. The announcement 
electrified a country that for 
decades had been scorned 
and sanctioned by much of 
the world for its brutal sys- 
tem of racial discrimination 
known as apartheid. 


With South Africa’s isolation 
deepening and its once-solid 
economy deteriorating, de 
Klerk, who had been elected 
president just five months 
earlier, also announced in the 
same speech the lifting of a 
ban on the African National 
Congress and other anti- 
apartheid political groups. 





Amid gasps, several members 
of parliament left the cham- 
ber as he spoke. 


Nine days later, Mandela 
walked free. 


Pour years after that, Man- 
dela was elected the country’s 
first Black president as Black 
South Africans voted for the 
first time. 


By then, de Klerk and Man- 
dela had been awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1993 for 
their often-tense cooperation 
in moving South Africa away 
from institutionalized racism 





and toward democracy. 


The country would be, de 
Klerk told the media after his 
fateful speech, “a new South 
Africa.” But Mandela's re- 
lease was just the beginning 
of intense political nego- 
tiations on the way forward. 
Power would shift. A new 
constitution would be writ- 
ten. Ways of life would be 
upended. 


“There is an element of un- 
certainty, obviously, with re- 
gard to everything which lies 
in the future,” de Klerk calm- 
ly told reporters on Feb. 10, 
1990, after announcing that 
Mandela would be released 
the following day. 





The toll of the transition was 
high. As de Klerk said in his 
Nobel lecture in December 
1993, more than 3,000 died 
in political violence in South 
Africa that year alone. As he 
reminded his Nobel audi- 





ence, he and fellow laureate 
Mandela remained political 
opponents, with strong dis- 
agreements. But they would 
move forward “because there 
is no other road to peace and 
prosperity for the people of 
our country.” 


After Mandela became presi- 
dent, de Klerk served as 
deputy president until 1996, 
when his party withdrew 
from the Cabinet. In making 
history, de Klerk acknowl- 
edged that Mandela’s re- 
lease was the culmination of 
what his predecessor, former 
President PW. Botha, had be- 
gun by meeting secretly with 
Mandela shortly before leav- 
ing office. In the late 1980s, 
as protests inside and outside 
the country continued, the 
ruling party had begun mak- 
ing some reforms, getting rid 
of some apartheid laws. 


De Klerk is survived by his 
wife, Elita, and two children. 





Calls mount for Israel to free Palestinians on hunger strike 


(AP) — Israel faced grow- 
ing calls on Thursday to 
release five Palestinians 
who have been on hunger 
strike for weeks to protest 
a controversial policy of 
holding them indefinitely 
without charge, including 
one who has been fasting 
for 120 days and is in se- 
vere condition. 


Israel says the policy, known 
as “administrative detention,” 
is needed to detain suspects 
without disclosing sensitive 
intelligence, while the Pal- 
estinians and human rights 
groups say it denies them due 
process. Suspects can be held 
for months or years without 
seeing the evidence against 
them. 





Palestinians have been hold- 


ing rallies across the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and 
Gaza in solidarity with the 
hunger strike and to protest 
against administrative deten- 
tion. Prisoners have held a 
number of hunger strikes in 
recent years to protest the 
policy and to campaign for 
better prison conditions, but 
the latest appears to be among 
the most serious. 


The Israeli military did not 
respond to a request for com- 
ment. 


The five Palestinians, rang- 
ing in age from 28 to 45, have 
been on hunger strike for at 
least 32 days. A sixth prisoner 
ended his 113-day hunger 
strike on Thursday after be- 
ing told he will be released 
in three months, his lawyer 





said. 


Kayed Fasfous, 32, has been 
on hunger strike for at least 
120 days and is hospital- 
ized in Israel. His weight has 
dropped from 95 to 45 kilo- 
grams (210 to 100 pounds), 
according to a recent evalu- 
ation by Dr. Amit Tirosh, an 
Israeli physician, on behalf 
of Physicians for Human 
Rights-Israel. 


Tirosh told The Associated 
Press that a hunger strikes 
can cause “severe, prolonged 
and irreparable” brain and 
cognitive damage. 


Pasfous’ detention has 
been suspended on health 
grounds, but Israel has re- 
fused his request to be trans- 
ferred to a hospital in the oc- 


cupied West Bank, where he 
says he would halt his hunger 
strike. 


Fasfous would also be subject 
to arrest again once he recov- 
ers. Israel regularly detains 
Palestinian suspects from 
across the occupied West 
Bank, including in areas gov- 
erned by the internationally 
recognized Palestinian Au- 


thority. 


Hundreds of Palestinians, 
including Fasfous’ brother, 
took part in a demonstra- 
tion in the West Bank town 
of Dhahiriya on Thursday 
in solidarity with the hunger 
strikers. 


An Israeli prison service of- 
ficial said three of the hunger 
strikers are in stable condition 


under 24-hour medical su- 
pervision in a prison medical 
facility, while another, who 
has been fasting for 30 days, 
does not require that degree 
of care. The official spoke on 
condition of anonymity be- 
cause the prison service does 
not generally share medical 
information about prisoners. 


Miqdad Qawasmeh, 24, who 
had been on hunger strike 
for 113 days, ended his strike 
early Thursday after being 
told he will be released in 
February, his lawyer, Jawad 
Boulos, told The Associated 
Press. 





Israel’s prison service said it 
is holding at least 488 people 
in administrative detention. 
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Frustration, defiance in village to be abandoned to the sea 
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(AP) — Like many others who 
came to Fairbourne, Stuart Eves 
decided the coastal village in 
northern Wales would be home 
for life when he moved here 26 
years ago. He fell in love with 
the peaceful, slow pace of small 
village life in this community of 
about 700 residents, nestled be- 
tween the rugged mountains and 
the Irish Sea. 


“I wanted somewhere my children 
can have the same upbringing as I 
had, so they can run free,” said Eves, 
72, who built a caravan park in the 
village that he still runs with his son. 
“You’ve got the sea, you’ve got the 
mountains. It's just a stunning place 
to live.” 


That changed suddenly in 2014, 
when authorities identified Fair- 
bourne as the first coastal community 
in the U.K. to be at high risk of flood- 
ing due to climate change. 


Predicting faster sea level rises and 
more frequent and extreme storms 
due to global warming, the govern- 
ment said it could only afford to keep 
defending the village for another 40 
years. Officials said that by 2054, it 
would no longer be safe or sustain- 
able to live in Fairbourne. 


Authorities have been working with 
villagers on the process of so-called 
“managed realignment” -- essentially, 
to move them away and abandon the 
village to the encroaching sea. 


Overnight, house prices in Fair- 
bourne nosedived. Residents were 
dubbed the U.K.’s first “climate ref- 
ugees.” Many were left shocked and 
angry by national headlines declaring 
their whole village would be “decom- 
missioned.” Seven years on, most of 
their questions about their future re- 
main unanswered. 


“They've doomed the village, and 
now they’ve got to try to rehome the 
people. That’s 450 houses,” said Eves, 
who serves as chair of the local com- 
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munity council. “If they want us out 
by 2054, then they’ve got to have the 
accommodation to put us in.” 


No one here wants to leave. While 
many are retirees, there are also young 
families raising a next generation. Lo- 
cals speak proudly of their tight-knit 
community. And although the village 
center only consists of a grocer’s, a 
fish and chip shop and a couple of 
restaurants, residents say the pebbly 
beach and a small steam train draw 
bustling crowds in the summer. 


Natural Resources Wales, the gov- 
ernment-sponsored organization re- 
sponsible for the sea defenses in Fair- 
bourne, said the village is particularly 
vulnerable because it faces multiple 
flooding risks. Built in the 1850s on 
a low-lying saltmarsh, Fairbourne 
already lies beneath sea level at high 
spring tide. During storms, the tidal 
level is more than 1.5 meters (5 feet) 
above the level of the village. 


Scientists say U.K. sea levels have 
risen about 10 centimeters (4 inches) 
in the past century. Depending on 
greenhouse gas emissions and actions 
that governments take, the predicted 
rise is 70 centimeters to 1 meter by 


2100. 


Fairbourne is also at the mouth of an 
estuary, with additional risks of flash 
floods from the river running behind 
it. Officials have spent millions of 
pounds in strengthening a sea wall 
and almost 2 miles of tidal defenses. 


While there are flood risks in many 
other villages along the Welsh coast, 
decisions on which areas to protect 
ultimately boil down to cost. Officials 
say that in the case of Fairbourne, the 
cost of maintaining flood defenses 
will become higher than “the value of 
what we’re protecting.” 


The effects of climate change that 
negotiators at the United Nations cli- 
mate summit in Glasgow, Scotland, 
are working to mitigate already are a 


reality here. 


Catrin Wager, a cabinet member of 
Gwynedd Council, the local author- 
ity overseeing Fairbourne, stressed 
that while Fairbourne may be the 
first Welsh coastal village to be desig- 
nated unviable due to climate change, 
it certainly won’t be the only one. 
There's no precedent for how to de- 
velop policies for helping the villagers 
adapt, she said. 


“We need more answers from the 
Welsh and U.K. governments, that’s 
my message going into this (U.N. 
summit),” Wager said. “We really 
need to get some guidance on not 
only mitigating the effects of climate 
change, but about how we adapt for 
things that are already happening.” 


Across the U.K., half a million prop- 
erties are at risk of coastal flooding -- 
and that risk figure will jump to 1.5 
million by the end of the 2080s, ac- 
cording to the Climate Change Com- 
mittee, an independent advisory body 
set up under climate change laws. 


Britain’s government, which is host- 
ing the U.N. climate summit, needs 
to be much more upfront about such 
risks, said Richard Dawson, a mem- 
ber of the committee and professor of 
engineering at Newcastle University. 


Ultimately, “difficult decisions” need 
to be made about many coastal settle- 
ments with disproportionately high 
numbers of older and poorer resi- 
dents, he said, and officials need to 
prepare people for moving inland. 


“Whatever happens at COP the sea 
level will continue to rise around 
the U.K., that’s something we abso- 
lutely need to prepare for,” Dawson 
said. “We have to be realistic. We 
can’t afford to protect everywhere. 
The challenge for government is that 
the problem is not being confronted 
with the urgency or openness that we 
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need.” 


In Fairbourne, a continuing standoff 
between villagers and officials under- 
lines that challenge. Residents feel 
they have been unfairly singled out, 
and aren’t convinced there is a clear 
timeframe on how quickly sea lev- 
els will rise enough to threaten their 
homes. When and how will evacua- 
tion take place? Will they be compen- 
sated, and if so how much should it 


be? 


There are no answers. The village 
vicar, Ruth Hansford, said many resi- 
dents suffered “emotional fatigue” 
from years of uncertainty and nega- 
tivity. Others simply decided to carry 
on with their lives. 


Becky Offland and her husband re- 
cently took on the lease of the Glan 
Y Mor Hotel, going against the grain 
and investing in the village’s future. 
They’re hopeful their business will 
bring more visitors and financial sup- 
port to Fairbourne. 


“It’s like a big family, this place. 
It’s not a village, it’s a family,” said 
Offland, 36. “We'll all fight to keep it 


where it is.” 


Down the street, Fairbourne Chippy 
owner Alan Jones, 64, also said he has 
no plans to go anywhere. 


“Until water actually comes in here, 
"til we physically can’t work, we'll 
carry on,” he said. 


Eves said he and his son believe that 
“what will be, will be.” But he will 
mourn the inevitable disintegration 
of the village he loves. 


“You can’t sort of take this village 
here, and put it over there and expect 
it to work again,” he said. “What you 
have here is a human catastrophe, al- 
beit on a small scale.” 
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New Zealand beats England to reach Twenty20 World Cup final 


(AP) Daryl Mitch- 
ell and James Neesham 
powered New Zealand 
to a stunning five-wicket 
victory with an over to 
spare against England on 
Wednesday, helping the 
Black Caps advance to 
their first Twenty20 Crick- 
et World Cup final. 


Needing 57 off the last four 
overs, Neesham clobbered 26 
off just 10 balls before Mitch- 
ell anchored New Zealand to 
167-5 with an unbeaten 73 
off 48 balls. 


England, which had posted 
166-4 on the back of Moeen 
Als unbeaten 51 off 37, 
seemed in control until Chris 
Jordan returned to bowl the 
17th over. Then New Zea- 
land, which won the inaugu- 
ral World Test Championship 
in June, turned the tables 
on the 50-over World Cup 


champions. 


“We had wickets in hand 
which was really important,” 
New Zealand skipper Kane 
Williamson said. “Neesham 
came out and hit the ball 
hard, changed the momen- 
tum of the game.” 


Neesham hammered the fast 
bowler for two sixes and a 
four in an over which went 


for 23 runs. Then he and 
Mitchell each hit legspinner 
Adil Rashid for a six in the 
following over. 


England got back into con- 
tention when captain Eoin 
Morgan caught Neesham 
off Rasheed, but Mitchell 
thumped Chris Woakes (2- 
36) for two sixes before rais- 
ing the victory with a flicked 
four to fine leg. 


For the New Zealanders, it 
was a measure of revenge for 
a runner-up finish in the 50- 
over World Cup in England 
in 2019. The final between 
England and New Zealand 
finished in a tie — with some 
critics questioning an umpir- 
ing decision which poten- 
tially cost the Blacks Caps 
a victory — then the teams 
couldn’t be split in a Super 
Over tiebreaker. England was 
awarded the World Cup ona 
countback determined by the 
number of boundaries hit. 


Now the New Zealanders 
are potentially one win away, 
again, from capturing their 
first major  limited-overs 
prize. 


The final is Sunday, with 
New Zealand set to play the 
winner of Thursday’s semif1- 
nal match between Australia 


and Pakistan. 


On Wednesday, Mitchell 
strugeled to play his shots 
early on a sluggish wicket, 
but he hung in with Devon 
Conway (46) in a crucial 82- 
run stand before anchoring 
the chase in style with Nee- 
sham. 


“A bit of a whirlwind, nice to 
get the job done and move on 
to the big dance,” Neesham 
said, acknowledging his fa- 
ther in the crowd. “We knew 
we needed one or two big 
overs ... for my dad to travel 
halfway round the world and 
be here is pretty cool.” 


Woakes had made early in- 
roads in his first two overs 
when he dismissed Martin 
Guptill and Williamson as 
New Zealand slipped to 2-13. 


England didn’t allow Mitch- 
ell and Conway to score 
freely, with Liam Livingstone 
(2-22) bowling an impressive 
spell in the middle overs and 
getting the wickets of Con- 
way and Glenn Phillips. 


But Neesham’s clean hitting 
followed by Mitchell’s su- 
perb finishing denied Eng- 
land a second successive ap- 
pearance in the final. 





Earlier, after being put in to 
bat, England missed the in- 
jured batter Jason Roy up 
front. In-form Jos Buttler 
(29) looked to settle for an- 
other big knock but played 
an extravagant reverse sweep 
against Ish Sodhi and was ad- 
judged lbw in the ninth over. 


Wicketkeeper Conway 
dropped a low catch on his 
left which could have dis- 
missed Dawid Malan (41) on 
10 in the next over before the 
left-hander went on to add a 
combined 63 runs with Ali. 





But New Zealand’s pace 
spearhead Tim Southee (1- 
24) broke the stand when 
he had Malan caught behind 
off an inside edge as England 
struggled to find boundaries 
in the last five overs. 


“Full credit to Kane and his 
team, they outplayed us to- 
day,” Morgan said. “I can’t 
fault anything that we've 
done tonight. We’ve fought 





hard and represented our- 
selves well, but come up 
short tonight.” 


Morgan, who led England 
to the top of Group 1 in the 
Super 12 stage with four wins 
from five games, compli- 
mented the efforts of Neesh- 
am while lamenting the fact 
that his team couldn’t hit big 
shots in the late overs. 


“We posted a par score and 
felt in the game at the half- 
way,” he said. “To have the 
ability to hit sixes from ball 
one (like Neesham), full 
credit to him.” 





Spain facing injury battle ahead of decisive qualifiers 


(AP) — Spain enters its decisive 
World Cup qualifiers against 
Greece and Sweden without some 
key players because of injuries. 


Nine players are not available for 
coach Luis Enrique for the matches 
at Greece on Thursday and against 
Sweden on Sunday. 


Spain enters its final two matches in 
second place in Group B, two points 


behind Sweden and four ahead of 
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third-place Greece. Only the group 
winners directly qualify for next 
year’s tournament in Qatar, while the 
second-place finishers will have to go 
through a playoff. 


Pedri González, Ferran Torres and 
Marcos Llorente, who helped lead 
Spain to the semifinals of the Euro- 
pean Championship a few months 
ago, are among those who couldn't 
be called up by Luis Enrique. 
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Also missing from the Euro 2020 
squad are Gerard Moreno, Mikel 
Oyarzabal and Eric Garcia. 


Garcia was was hurt while playing 
for Barcelona in the Spanish league, 
as was young forward Ansu Fati, who 
was returning to the national team af- 
ter a long absence because of another 


injury. 


Yeremi Pino was another player who 
got injured and had to be replaced af- 
ter being called up. 


Luis Enrique said Wednesday that 
Mikel Merino also isn’t likely to play 
on Thursday, though he will remain 
with the squad. 


“We have to focus on what we can 
control,” Luis Enrique said. “Pm 
thrilled with the players I was able to 
bring. Fortunately, Pm a coach who 
can choose from at least 60 players 
who have a lot of quality. We are pre- 
pared.” 


The coach was able to get a few play- 
ers back after they recovered from 
recent injuries, including Pau Tor- 
res, José Luis Gaya, Jordi Alba, Alvaro 
Morata and Dani Olmo. 


Two victories will be enough for 
Spain to finish first in its group and 
qualify for the World Cup without 
depending on other results. 


A draw against Greece will guarantee 
at least a second-place finish in the 
group, which would send Spain into 
the playoffs against the other nine 
group runners-up and two group 
winners from the UEFA Nations 
League. The 12 countries will be 
drawn into three four-team brackets 
and play next March. Seeded teams 
getting a home game in the bracket 
semifinals. 





A win by Sweden at fourth-place 
Georgia on Thursday and a Spain 
draw against Greece will secure first 
place for the Swedes. 


Spain has qualified for every World 
Cup since 1978, winning its lone title 
in 2010 in South Africa. It was elimi- 
nated by host Russia in the last 16 of 
the 2018 World Cup. 


“I can't imagine a World Cup without 
Spain,” forward Brahim Díaz said. 
“We have two finals ahead of us and 
we have to win them.” 
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Texans sink among league’s worst teams amid quarterback woes 


(AP) — When the Hous- 
ton Texans drafted De- 
shaun Watson in the first 
round in 2017, it seemed 
they finally found their 
franchise quarterback af- 
ter years of woes at the 
position. 


Fast forward to 2021 with 
Watson sitting out amid a 
trade request and 22 lawsuits 
alleging sexual harassment 
or assault and the Texans are 
back to square one. 


As they enter their bye, they 
have the second-worst record 
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in the league after winning 
just one of their first nine 
games — with five of their 
eight losses coming by 15 
points or more. 


It seems unlikely Watson 
will play another down for 
the Texans, but the sides re- 
main in limbo after he wasn’t 
traded before last week’s 
deadline. Now the soonest 
he could be dealt is March 
16, leaving the issue hanging 
over the team for at least the 
next few months. 


General manager Nick Case- 





rio was a longtime executive 
with the Patriots who is in his 
first year in Houston. He has 
talked often about building a 
winning culture through ac- 
countability and character. 
But the question is how the 
Texans can achieve that goal 
with the uncertainty over 
Watson's future taking the fo- 
cus away from anything else 
going on with this team? 


“I don't want to speak for 
anybody else, but it really 
hasn’t been a distraction for 
me, and our team has done 
a great job of focusing on the 


things that they can control 
as well,” Caserio said. “Quite 
frankly, it’s probably more of 
a distraction away from here. 
It doesn’t really affect any- 
thing we are doing on a day- 
to-day basis.” 


Tyrod Taylor opened the sea- 
son filling in for Watson and 
led Houston to a win over the 
Jaguars in the opener. But he 
was injured in the first half of 
Week 2 against Cleveland and 
rookie Davis Mills took over. 
The third-round pick looked 
overmatched from the start 
and the Texans lost to the 
Browns before dropping the 
next six games with Mills as 
a starter. 


The Texans hoped ‘Taylor’s 
return from a hamstring in- 
jury last week would help 
them end their skid, but in- 
stead a three-interception de- 
bacle led to a loss to Miami. 


Houston’s eight-game los- 
ing streak is the team’s lon- 
gest since dropping the final 
14 games of the 2013 season. 
The Texans have had some 
bad teams in their short his- 
tory, but this might be the 
worst, often not even looking 
competitive as the losses have 


piled. 


The Texans won four games 
as an expansion team in 2002 
and their worst record came 
when they went 2-14 in both 
2005 and 2013. They’ll have 
an extra chance to pick up an- 
other win with the addition 
of a 17th game this season, 
but if they don’t play much 
better than they have, they 
might not be able to outdo 
those *05 and ”13 teams. 


Coach David Culley, who is 
in his first season as a head 
coach after decades as an 
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NFL assistant, has remained 
upbeat as the losses have 
mounted. He lauded the 
players for continuing to play 
hard in such a disappointing 
season, but he knows things 
must improve after the break 
and took responsibility for 
Houston’s struggles. 


“Pm frustrated that this team 
doesn’t play as consistent 
as we need them to play to 
have success and win foot- 
ball games,” he said. “That’s 
on us as coaches. We haven’t 
done as good a job as we need 
to do to do that.” 


Despite Taylor’s bad perfor- 
mance against the Dolphins, 
Culley said he’s sticking with 
the veteran when the team 
resumes play. He believes last 
week's game was an anomaly 
for the 11-year pro and said 
he gives Houston its best 
chance to win moving for- 
ward. 


While it appears Taylor will 
be Houston’s quarterback 
for the rest of this season, 
he isn’t likely to be part of 
the team’s future after join- 
ing the Texans on a one-year 
contract this offseason. Mills 
also doesn’t seem to be a via- 
ble option to lead the team in 
years to come after his failure 
this season. 


Perhaps the only good news 
for the Texans is that they 
seem destined to get one 
of the top five picks in next 
year’s draft, where they could 
find a quarterback to replace 
Watson. It will be a big selec- 
tion for Houston after the 
team hasn’t had a first-round 
pick since 2019 after trading 
away their selections in the 
opening round in the last two 
years.
